NEW YORK WRITERS HOPE TO SEE RACING 
COMMISSION PLAN ADOPTED. 



Character of Men Back of Movement Sufficient to 
Guarantee It Does Not Hit at Constitution of 
State — Poolrooms May Be Opposed.

Now York, .T;imiary 31. — Gathoring: tlio striiiRs 
of MMitiniont on the supRostions of the State Uucinp 
('omniissioii advocating the solution of the speculat- 
ing problem on horse racing by legalizing the pari- 
mutuel metliod. prevalent in European countries 
and countries on the other side of the Pacific, little 
opiK>sition is discovered from the many publications 
in this city. On the contrary, opinions expressed 
by sjKirting editors and critics are u unit in favor 
of the mutuel method. 

In a lengthy lucid article George Daley of the 
World, says: 

“James V.'. Wadsworth, II. K, Knapp and John 
Sanford are represtuitative men and not the kind 
to act hastily or without careful study of a ques- 
tion of vital imi>ortance to tlie sjxirt of racing be- 
fore recommending to the legislature, in the animal 
reiKirt of t’le State Racing t'ommission, liie enact- 
ment of ;i law which would make pari-mutuel l>et- 
tiiig iiossible. It do«*s not seem ixissihle that such 
a rei'ommendatioii could have Ix^en made without 
the best of 1‘gal advice that sucli a law wouhl not 
l»e in contravention of the constitution of the state. 
It is not logi<*al to lielieve tliat men who are far- 
seeing. and who must lie moved by other than sel- 
fish motives, would make such a strong plea for n*- 
lief without lieing satisfied in their own minds that 
such relief could be sought in all fairness. 

“It is not the purposi* here to iiuestion the ad- 
visability of a recommendation already made, al- 
tliough it does seem as if the growth of the siiort in 
the hist three yeai*s, and the growth of the breeding 
industry as well, has b«*en of a kind to lend every 
encouragement, and that patience miglit w’ell have 
lieen a virtue until such time as the growing iKTiotl 
ended and further cultivation became necessary. It 
is the purpose, however, to answer, so far as possi 
ble, the many queries which have come to my desk 
as to how the pari-mutuel system could be estab- 
lished without violating the constitution, which on 
this point reads: ‘Nor shall any lottery or the sale 

of lotterj’ tickets, iKKilselling, bookinaking or any 
other kind of gambling hereafter be authorized <ir 
allowed within this state; and the liCgislature shall 
pass appropriate law's to prevent offenses against 
any of the provisions of this section.’ 

V7hen Doctors Disagree. 

“Legal minds differ as to the interpretation and 
cxa<'t meaning of this clause as it iwrtains to tl:e 
pari-miitmi machine. Gambling is ;i broad term 
while |>oolsclli:ig and bookinaking cover specific and 
recogniziMl forms of wagering. There is no law' 
against betting per se, and yet lietting and some 
form of stock siM*culation may be called g;tmbling 
1)3' those who use the w’onl in its broadest sense. 
The question is too deep for anal3'sis hen*, but tlic 
fai t remains tiiat opinions differ as to wiietlicr ji.ari- 
mutuel iM'tting can rightfully be called iioolsellin;; 
under the meaning of the word in tiie constitution 
In trutli, this is tlie (luestiou for tlie Legislature 
to decide. 

“Apart from the advantages and disadvantages of 
the pari-mutuel s3'stom of wagt*ring, and there is 
nnu'h to be said on Ixitb sides, and aiiart, too, fnun 
aii3' (luestion of advisability in seeking relief at the 
hamls of the legislature, this c;in Is* said. The 
horse-breeding industr.v is cf vast economic imisir- 
tain*e to this countr3'; the race track is tlie testini 
ground, .and by ;ill odds the <*ontrolIing motive in 
the encouragement of l>nerting, inasmuch as tiie 
stakes and purses provide the machinei3-, or, in 
plain w'ords, the nourisliment for tfie capital in- 
vested in stm'k farms. IVithout racing, the breed 
ing industr3' is sure to languish. This has been 
established beyimd any question. Without bree<iing 
farms, tin* s)tppl3' of horses suitable for arin3' pur 
po.ses ami otiicrs is so diminished as to serioiisl3' 
affect a most ini;N>rtant re<|uirc::ient of the couiitr3’, 

“One more suggestion ma3' be offered. If tiie 
l“gislatur<* was <o:ivinced tliat the pari-mutuel 
form of betting was not an evasion of tiie const itu 
tion and could furnish the relief, a stimulus would 
Ik* added to the horse -bleeding industry and aceom- 
plish a grvat eeononiic goofl. It also wouhl tdear up 
and estublisli the riglits of those wiio enjoy racing 
on till* fiucstioii of wagering, and make for a better 
understanding of wliat a lu.iu could or could not do 
without violating a law of the state. In other 
words, it would make for^frank liouest3' and put an 
end to charges of hypocris3'.’’ 

Opposed by Bookmakers. 

The Xow' York Times, in its sinirting comment, 
slniws ♦•rroncons ideas tliat exist among a eertain 
elas.s of i»ersons in regaril to race-emirse betting, 
and la3'H bare facts of the real value of mutuel 
Kjiei ulation in eomparison with tlie s3'stcm now’ em- 
ployed. It infers tliat if there is any opposition to 
the proposed legislation by tiie State Racing ( om 
mission it will l)c Ic-fl b3' the professional element 
of raee-goers, who lieretofore have deriveil desirable 
l>enefits from bookmaking. They cannot lie ten- 
siireil for an.v action tliey ma3' take, owing to the 
fact that their principal means of livelihood is be- 
ing threatened, which brings to the surface the first 
biw' of nature. One eamiot expect a man to lie 
idly by and see the foundation of his home iinder- 
inined with every pro.sp<‘ct of its lM*ing demolislied. 
Th<* situation is well iH*n-picturod in the Times ar- 
! licU*, whieli says: 

“Since the State Racing ('ommission projiosed to 
est.ablish pari-mutuel iiiaehiiies on the race tracks of 
New Volk State, which practicall.v means tlie tracks 
under the jurisdiction of tlie .Io«-kc.v Uliil), there lias 
been an ontcr.v on the grounfl that such a move 
would mean the institution of public gambling on 
a wholesale scale. Tlu/se o[iposcd to the sclicme 
<-onvP3' tlie imiirc.ssion that the legalizing of betting 
on horse races would give opportunities for tlie pro 
fessionul gambler to pl>’ his trade to the moral 
iletriment of the iieojde. That tliis view’ is er- 
roneous w’ould appear from the fact that the pro 
fessionul gamblers, who operate on the race tracks 
as iHiokmukers, are to a in.an strongly opimsed 
the suggested innovation. It is safe to sa3* that 
if tin* parl-imitncl idea jiroceeds to tin* stage where 
bills are introduced in the Ix'gisl.ature to sanction 
the use of tlie machines, the most violent opiMjsi 
tioii to sm-h bills will come not from the Church 
or other guardians of public morality, but from 
tke bimtU riiig of erbtwliiie bookmukers now doing

He 
and the others are now at New Orleans in the 
charge of trainer rattersoii. From New' Orleans 
the>' will lx? shipi>ed, along w’ith other Billings and 
Johnson horses now’ there, at tlie end of the Fair 
Grounds meeting, to Hot Springs, and tlienc*e to the 
Kentucky tracks, 

Mr. Billings’ growing interest in thoroughbreds 
has recently caused jealous comment among some 
of the adherents of the harness horse sport, who 
have sought to make light of his thoroughbred in- 
vestments, but it is said lie has a keen desire to 
see a delegation of thorouglibreds carr3'ing his colors, 
equal in qualit3' to those w'hich have represented 
him on the harness horse tracks. 

If any of the Billings and Johnson Kentucky 
Derby eligibles show promise of making a good 
effort for that event. Mr. Biliiiigs, it is said, will 
take a party of his friends to Ixniisvllle in a private 
ear to w’itness the race. Mr. Billings is now’ in 
r.alifornia. where he will Is? joined next week by 
Mr. Johnson. The latter W’as taken sii*k during his 
recent visit to New Y'oik, but has i*ecovered.

the oral system. 

Poolroom Men Join Reformers. 

“By the installation of those machines the la.vor 
w’ill Ik* cut off from his precarious means of liveli- 
hood, and if he elects to patronize the tracks will 
have to take even cliaii<*es with the public. At 
prcs(*nt he offers odds made b.v himself and W’itli 
the pc*rc<*ntage largely against the raring man w’ho 
wagers on the chances of his ow’ii entry or the 
casual racegoer who visits the track to risk liis 
money according to his judgment on the ability 
of the liorses. There was a somewhat similar sit- 
uation when the agitation against race-track gjinib- 
liiig w’as at its heiglit prior to the passage of the 
Agnew Hart bills. At that time the poolroom in- 
terests w'ere strongl.v antagonistic to lietting at the 
tracks, their idea being that with the race coursi 
<*losed tlie speculating puhlie would bo forced to 
the iKiolrcKuns and handlnmks to get action for their 
money- on ra<-es held in other stat<*s. 

“The iKMilroom ni(‘ii united w’ith reformers, w’lio 
believe betting is a far-reaching evil, W’ere success 
fill in 1910, and it may b(* taken for granted tiiat in 
tlie present crisis tlie professional lH*tting men will 
lie lined up against tlie proposition to plac*e spccu- 
l.it!«)ii on a fair basis b.v the use of the pari-mu- 
tuels. Gii the other hand, the siMirtsmen avIio have 
siigg(*sted this change are men of standing in the 
eommunity, who never liavc profited to any’ ext«*iit 
b.v betting on their own or otlier iH*i*sons’ horses, 
Tiiey stab* that in nmking the suggestions they are 
actuated only by a ilcsire to see racing n‘-estab- 
lisln*d as a sport for the onjo.vinent for the masses to 
such an extent that the breeding industry’ will b«' 
come profitable enough to insure tlie prcmaiicnt 
improvement of tie* st;indard of horses raised in 
Am<*rk*a. In this tliey are following the steps of 
France, Australia, Canada and some of the states 
of the union, v/licre the principles advoi'ated by’ tlie 
State Commissioners of Racing have been* put into 
in-actice to the satisfaction of tin* puldic and to tin 
auvantage of the governments. Comnii.ssion<*rs 
Wadsworth, Knapp and Sanford have made a frank 
statement in regard to the welfare of the sport, 
for tlie proper conduct of which they are respoiisilih 
to the state. The fact tliat the innovation will 
be opposeil by the professional gambling element 
wouhl appear to be one teasoii why it should be ser- 
iously considered.’’ 

Will Soon Be Put to a Teat. 

From what has been seen in public print since the 
Racing Commission’s suggestion there is r*ason to 
lM*lieve the press editorially’ will lie silent on tlie 
question, witli iMjssihly one or may lie tw'o exc 
tions. it is a subject uim>ii which editors will not 
touch unless violent opposition is ileclared, as far as 
tlie iKilicy’ of the paiK*r is concerned. It is natural 
to suppose that some new.spapers may grasp an op 
|M)rtunity to get into the limeliglit for self-advertis- 
iiig or iM*rsonal res«*iitment reasons and come out 
with flaring headlines or editorials of a rabid na 
ture opi-osing j iiy liill tliM miglit lie pre-seiited tlia 
w’ould regulate speculation on race courses. But 
that four-fiftlis of the publications will either l>e 
silo It or in favor of sucli measure is the opinion of 
tlios? who have l(H)k(*d carefully- over the situation. 
That a hill n*<oin mending pari-mutuel wagers is in 
<-ourse of iireparation is common gossip, but tie 
father of the ihK-iinioiit is still in tlie backirround. 
It will not Ik* long, how’ever, before the secret is out 
ami the measure put to the test. 

The legal attack will probabl.v l»e founded (Hi the 
qiieslioi of hdlery and poidsoding. whicli will have 
to be d(*fiiied as they occur in the state constitu- 
tion. Tl.er* is a doubt in tlie minds of rome of tie 
iH'st h gal talent in this country whether a pari 
mutuel machiue laii Ik? included in the relative 
< la use of the constitution with lottoiv or gambling. 
Again, the constitution says: ‘Tjegislature shall 

pass appropriate laws to prevent offense ugainst any 
of the provisions of this section. According to 
some amhorities. no !aw’ has lieen passed providing 
a t)eua’.t.v for any iK'rson oi>erutiiig a mutuel m.i 
chine, and in no state has it yet lieen ileterminei 
that a miitnel machine is a hdtery ilevice. It cer- 
tainly is not a lMx>bmaking machine, and there is m 
voice attachment lo make is a poolyeller. Conse- 
quently. the <iuestion now before the authorities is, 
“What is a pari-mutuel machiue V’*

They still time running as well as trotting races 
in Australia by quarter sp<*onds, and tlie three- 
quarters re<-ord of 1:12*4 l»as recently been eipialled 
by Balaraiig at the Itandwick (Sydney) course, 
Tim mile record for Australia, 1:37%, was also 
made on the Ilandwick track.

New Orleans, T.si., Januar.v 31. — All attendance 
re<*ords at the Fair Grounds were bmken this after- 
noon, this b(‘ing laidies’ da.v, the onl.v one tliat will 
be given tliis w’inter. The huge grand stand was 
crowded, every available inch of space being oc- 
cupied by some meniln'r of the fair sex. Half of 
the immense timing w’ere only’ able to get a fleet- 
ing glance of the racers in action, but they remained 
just the same until tlie final dash was decided. 
The enthusiasm and interest that the fair visitors 
evinced in the sport bordered at times on the 
hysterical. 

The card was decidedly ordinar.v, limited fields 
of the |)oorer class furnishing the contests. Tlie 
track W’as still in frightful condition, keeping the 
better horses in their respective stalls. Only six 
races were provided and tliis only after a trying 
effort on the part of secretary Mclx*nnan and his 
staff of assistants to secure enough entries to make 
lip this number of daslies. 

The racing began with a victory for F. K. G. 
Billings’ Grundy’, the first success credited to this 
ow’ncr during the meeting. Grundy w’as in w’ith 
an ordinar.v band and his victory was an eas.v one. 

Carlton G. was in a niniiing moo<l this afternoon 
and lie accounted for tlie second race. Transport 
in this, the favorite, never figured seriousl.v. 

Jocke.vs Crump and F. Robinson hooked up in 
a riding tilt in the third and Crump carried off 
the honors by landing Ilaiidiemar the winner by 
a nose. Petelus, on which Robin.son liad the 

mount, might have won but for Cnimp’s action iu

No Manager took the feature race from Tiirco. 
Both horses stumbled frequently during run- 
ning. Kilday managed to gallop linme iu fruat 

in the fifth race and the final dash wrent to 

Valas. which won in a canter, Alex Getz just 
managing to outstay Disturber. 

(*liarles F. Price, w’ho officiates as presiding stew- 
ard at Ixiuisville, Latonia, Windsor and Juarez, wras 
an arrival from El Paso last night and spent the 
da.y at the track before going to Naples. Florida, 
w'liere he will spend his vacation with George M. 
Hendrie. Mr. Price stated tliat the closedown of 
the Juarez track became imperative on account of 
the strict quarantine established on tlie Ixirder. 
The track is said to have booked a deficit of about 
$.50,000. but at the time of closing matters wye 
going along well and the nintiiel sy’stem of lietting 
was lM*coniing familiar to an extent that the betting 
daily’ showed a substantial increase.

Clarcliaven stable, for he 
will tliere have every cliance to develop the best 
t!»at is in iiim. When we consider what a big colt 
he is and that he is a young one (foaled May 7), 
it is easy to understand that there are in his <*use 
quite unn.sual possibilities of improvement. It is 
to be noted, tfM>, that his tap-root is Duty’, by 
Rifleman, to wliich also several of Prince Solty- 
koff’s best stayers traced — Sheen, for example. 
Moii*over, Hurry On’s grandam was by another 
first-rate stayer, Thurio, which won the Grand 
Prix for I’rinee Soltykoff. Thus Hurry On has ;i 
solid foundation for stamina, and his paternal 
grandam. Lady Villikins, could stay for ever. He 
comes, too. in the direct male line from Burcaldine, 
whicli I ought to liave remembered before now 
when writing of any horse as being the finest and 
best really big one since Stockwell. There was 
no doubt about Bercaldine’s stamina an.v more 
than about his great size and power. Gurry has 
had to do with many gisKl horses in his time, in- 
cluding Doncaster ami JU-nd Or, but I think he 
ranks Barcaldine as the best. — W. Allison iu Lou- 
don i?|Mirtsman.

Pittsburgh. Pa.. .January 31. — Some people make 
a respectable yearly <*ompetenee out of hacking 
horses. I don’t mean the so-called professional 
backers, but the regular race-goer or those who 
stay at home .and ha<*k their ihoices at newspayier 
prices— any daily newspai^'r. Perhajis it wouhl be 
a fair average to say that seventy-five per cent of 
the bricking contingent ilo not make anything at 
all on their lietting transaitions, simply lieiaiuse 
tlicy go nlKuit the business — (it is nothing more 
than a husiness) — in a slap dash, neck-or-notiiing, 
tnist-to-liick sort of way, which must inevit.ihly 
end in disaster. 

In backing liorses for profit people must, or 
should, go alK)ut the work in a business-like stylo, 
exhibiting as much tact and judgment as iiossihle. 

To start wdtli, the man who frantically rushes 
nlKHit, asking everj-body what his fancy is, and 
having none of his own, is bound to come to grief, 
and such a type of man had blotter leave racing 

alone, as between the multitude of advisers, com- 
bined WMtli his own ignorance of turf matters, lie 
is certain to fall to the ground. 

“Rolling stones gather no moss’’ is a true adage. 
It applies jiarticularly to tliose who know' notliing 
of the ins and outs of the turf and wander from 
friend to friend, pai^T to paper, tipster to tipster, 
hoping to be landed on tlie winner. 

There is no method in tlieir backing, and assum- 
ing tliey start following a certain line of selec- 

tions, tliey give half a dozen horses a <*haiice and 
in tlie event of their failing they (the hackers) 
heap maledictions uimui the tijister’s head and rush 
off to try tlie ceiulusioiis of another man, who, 

possibly. Just then, is having his run of ill Imk 
wliich visits every racing man or handicapper in 
his turn. So inexperienced hackers go on until 

their bank roll is exhausted and curse themselves, 
racing, tipsters and horses. This class of faulty 
fellows you run into every day. 

It is as important for a ba<*ker to do his backing 
systematically as it is for a bookmaker to make a 
proper book, or a merchant to open an account. 
Few iiorsons make money in haphazard betting. 

I may at once offer this advice to beginners. 
If they think they can make money on the turf 
w’ithout a system they might as well in the long 
run throw' their money into the gutter. The layers 
are sure to win in the course of time. They live on 
this class of bettors and, assuming for an example, 
that a man starts w'itli $100 capital. If he is of 
the usual slap-dash lot, he will risk his $100 in ten 
or tw'elve bets without a sj'stem, w’hereas the wise 
man, or in other w'ords, tlie successful hacker, will 
with sucli a capital, start betting dollars, or at 
most tw'o dollars on a system. A man of money 
nowadays is well satisfied if he can get 5 or 
(» iH*r cent interest per year on his land or jiroji- 
erty investments, hut if his transactions were of a 
liettiiig nature he would c<»iisider twenty per cent 
totally inadequate. Why? Is not tlie one as imuii 
a business as the other? It is true that the turf 
transactions require daily looking after, but the 
profits are s»> iiiiuii greater and the turnover so 
much quicker. 1 have known many succ*essful 
backers in a small way of business, wiio do not 
even trouble to go down to the race course, wiio, 
with a capital of $300, never think of risking more 
than tw’o dollars on a single race and never back 
more than three horses a day. Tliey. of course, 
work a system of increasing the amount of stakes 
on a losing day. 

One man I know' says he backs a horse for $2 
to win and $4 for a place, merely following the se- 
lections of a certain paper for a certain race or 
races, never hacking more than three horses a day 
and it has returned him splendid interest for over 
two years. 

If the capital is $100. one dollar is ample to liet 
on the horse selected, with from 30 to lOO per cent 
increase in the event of a loser. 

By iKiting in such small stakes w’ith smii a 
capital it stands to reason you can bear a succes- 
sion of. losses W’ithout the least w’orry or sus- 
Iiense. You can smile as loser after loser comes 
up. knowing well that your bank is strong enough 
to witlistand and meet a far greater losing se- 
quence than you are ever likely to exrs'rience. 

The worst of betting is wiien you stake in such 
a manner as to stand only ten or tw'elve losses be- 
fore you are broke. 

Following the daily doings of the turf is a real 
pleasure to those w’ho have the inclination, and 
w'lien racing can be regularly indulged in with 
profit and without risk and trouble it is not sur- 
prising that it has so many devotees. The fault 
the majority of backers m:ike is to bet in too big 
amounts, fancying that in nearly every transaction 
they must be a winner and never preparing for the 
glorious uncertainty. I could quote many ways and 
systems certain successful backers have, but it 
may be gleaned from these few lines that failure 
comes nine times out of ten through inexperience 
punters betting too largely and without system. 
Reckless speculation is iHtiind sooner or later to 
bring the would-lH* millionaires to grief, whilst 
steady systematic backing is sure to reap its re- 
ward. 

I have had over twenty-five years practieal ex- 
perience racing and Jiave owned and raced quite 
u few’ goo<l horses. have Ix'eii for years 
in close touch W’ith iniite a mnnbt'r of reputable 
owners. traiiwTs and jockeys, have been in receipt 
of the best possible information from time to time, 
1 have also acquired a thorough knowledge of the 
ins and outs of the great siiort and from everj* 
angle with all tlint, 1 unhesitatingly state that to 
follow racing regularly with tlie success that would 
bring a regular income, a thorough knowledge of 
men and horses us far as racing gw‘s, combined 
with tact and good judgment, a sane common- 
sense method of systematic investments is really 
absolutely necessary to attain that much desired 
success.

to an end on Sunday. April 12, the day of the 
Derby Royal (the Italian Derby). Then the scene 
will be shifted to Milan, w’here there will be rac- 
ing every Sunday and Thursday from April 29 to 
July 8. The chief races at Milan will be the Ital- 
ian Oaks (May (>). Prix du Commerce (May 13). 
and Prix Ainbrosiano (June 10). The last tw'o are 
big international events. After the usual summer 
interval of nearly two months racing will l>e re- 
sumed at Milan from September 2 to November 11. 
witli the Italian I.egcr run on September Ifl and the 
international Prix du Simplon on October 7. Subse- 
(luently tiiere will b«‘ a series of meetings at Rome 
of two days each week until December 2.
